Irish potatoes are easily injured. by 
fréezing,.hut they require about a 
month to come ip-and may be plant- 
3d at about the same flilie°as lettuce 
and radishes. It pays to tak@~a. 
shance on the early planting of cer- 
tain of the. more hardy garden vege- 
tables. If they are killed or severely 
injured they may be replanted. A 
ood method is to make about three 
lantings at intervals of two weeks, 
and if the first planting is killed the 
later ones take its place; if not killed, 
early vegetables will be produced and 
the second and third plantings pro- 
vide a continuous supply. 

Keeping up the gardening interest 
throughout the season is just as im- 
portant as making an early start. 
About the time the more hardy vege- 
tables are planted in the garden the 
seeds of tomato, eggplant, and pep- 
pers should be started in a window 
box indoors. By the time the ground 
and the air are warm these plants 
will be of good size and ready to set 
in the garden. In the meantime a 
few ‘“frostproof’ or hardy cabbage 
+ plants may be set out. Next will come 
} the planting of snap or string beans. 
| Then follows the planting of Lima 
beans, summer squashes, melons of 
all kinds, and other of the more ten- 
der vegetables. 

And don’t forget the greens. We 
all need more greens in our diet. 
|} Spinach, kale, and turnips will keep 
you supplied with greens during the 
late fall and early winter. Early tur- 
nips and beets are excellent for use 
as greens and later you can have de- 
licious Swiss chard.

The clarionet is cylindrical tube 
about twenty-seven inches long, 
made of cocts, or granadilla wood. 
It is the only single-reed instrument 
in the orchestra proper. The mouth- 
piece—of wood, ebonite, or glass— 
is beak-shaped, with @ slight back- 
ward curve at its upper end. To it is 
fastened, by a double metallic band, 
a reed two and a half inches long 
and half an inch wide, bevelled to a 
hin edge so that a narrow opening 
is left between the reed and the up- 
per end of the mouthpiece. The beat- 
ing of the reed against the hard edge 
of the mouthpiece produces the tone. 

The clarionet family also includes 
-he bass clarionet, and the pedal clar- 
jonet, which sounds the lowest D on 
the pianoforte. They are all of dif- 
fesent shape from that of the treble 
clarionets. Tae 

The tone color of the instrument 
differs with each register. The low- 
est is rich and mellow, the middle 
full, clear and round, the highest too 
piercing to use often. The instru- 
ment admits of extraordinary grada- 
tions of tone; the player can pass

~~. Eskimo Seal Hunters. 

The foliéwing aceount of the Es~’ 
kimos winter huttt-for seal is given 
in the Beaver, a house organ of the 
Hudson Bay Company: 

The Eskimo leaves his snow house 
(igloo) with a husky dog. The dog 
smells out the seal and indicates to 
his master the location of the seal’s 
breathing place. It happens’ when 
the ice is forming that a seal will 
nose a hole in the forming ice 80 
that he can breathe when it is froz- 
en over. The churning of the water, 
together with the heat of the seal’s 
body during the thickening of the 
ice, keeps a hole in the ‘ice large 
enough for a home for the seal so 
that he may rest and breathe. An 
ai> vent through the roof of his 
dome-like house permits the escape 
of his carbonic exhalations, but the | 
snows, beating like ice particles on | G7 
the top, covers over the chimney a8 }% 
it were, making it necessary to hunt 
the seal’s home with a dog. 

The Eskimo,° having located the 
ice-house of the seal, enlarges the 
chimney hole in the ice about the 
size of his wrist and drops through 
this an apparatus or “seal indica- 
tor.” which when the sea comes Up 
will rise. The indicator thus shows 
the Eskimo that the seal is at home. 
Thén he simply makes a thrust with 
his short spear which is anchored 
with a stout piece of sealskin thong. 
The seal immediately dives, and be- 
ing anchored by the sealskin rope, 
drowns himself. Then the Eskim9 
draws him in, enlarges the opening 
in the ice and pulls out his seal.

Women Pearl Divers. 


The only women pearl divers in 
the world are Japanese, and are em- 
ployed in a certain sort of pearl-cul- 
ture which was originated many 
years ago by an enterprising subject 
of the Mikado named Mikimoto, who 
is proprietor of extensive beds of 
pearl oysters near Toba, on the 
| shores of the Japan Sea. The Pro- 
cess consists in introducing tiny 
metal pellets or other foreign objects 
into the oyster’s anatomy when the 
latter is three years old. Then the 
bivalve is returned to its bed; and, 
when taken up again four years lat- 
er, a true pearl has formed avout 
each nucleus. Many odd shapes are 
the result. Unfortunately, the for- 
eign object often adheres to the 
shell, and in that case the result is 
not the perfectly rounded jewel de- 
sired, but a pearly hemisphere. It is 
understood, however, that, thanks to 
the adoption of an improved and 
more scientific method, the output 
of round pearls is now much greater 
than formerly. The women divers do 
all the work of gathering and re- 
planting the pearl oysters. They are 
extraordinarily sturdy and muscular, 
land think nothing of staying under 
water three minutes at a time.

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Using Salt. 

Salt is the one thing of which we 
are never likely to run short. Every 
pint of sea water contains about half 
an ounce of salt; while there is 
enough salt in the sea to cover the 
surface of all the countries in the 
world to a depth of over sixty feet. 

The Germans eat 12 pounds of salt 
per head every year; Canadians use 
11 pounds, English people 10 
pounds, and the French about nine 
pounds. 

The greatest salt-eaters in Europe 
are the Scandinavians and the North 
Russians, who use about twice as 
much as we do. Certainly it is not 
becatise they live in coid countries, 
for the Eskimo, who lives still fur- 
ther north, eats none ai all. 

There are many people who take 
too much salt, with the result that 
they have bad complexions and suf- 
fer from indigestion and other ail-

Mr. Grant is igiscigal of Upper 
Canada College, Toronto. Formerly 
he was Beit lecturer in colonial his- 
tory at Queen’s University, Kingston. 

His pamphlet has been written 
for the Vicioria League as one of a 
series on parts of the Empire. The 
series has been planned in response 
to a request from representatives of 
the National Union of Teachers and 
the London Teachers’ Association. 

Even in his historical introduction 
Mr. Grant emphasizes. work; | fish’ 
and fur, forest and farm. They .are 
still, he says, the quadrilateral on 
which Canada’s prosperity is based. 
Canada and the great West, he 
gays, were taken over by Great Bri- 
tain not so much from any sense of 
their imperial value as to aid the 
fishermen and fur traders of the 
north country and of the American 
‘colonies.

Although the lateness of the spring -

Explore Vast New Areas. 

Stefanseon’s next Arctic expedi- 
tion, of which the advance acientific 
party is to be headed by Allan R. 
Crawford, of Toronto, is to under- 
take a vaster work than any of the 
great Canadian’s previous efforts. 

‘This will be my fourth expedi- 
tion, and I expect to explore an area 
estimated at 1,000,000 shiuare miles 
lying be:ween the polar jregions and 
Siberfa and the polar regions and 
Alaska,” said Stefansson, outlining 
his plans as so far completed. 

The advance party is on its way 
to Nome, Alaska, which will serve 
as outfitting base. Thence with dogs 
and full Arctic equipment added to 
the scientific and other supplies 
brought up from Seattle, the party 
will proceed on the schooner Orion 
to one of the Canadian islands in 
the Arctic. During the winter they 
will make scientific observations and 
commence laying in supplies of food, 
fuel and clothing for the main party, 
which proceeds north next summer. 

The goal of the whole expedition 
is a vast unexplored area in the ice- 
choked Arctic seas north of Behring 
Strait and spreading fanwise east 
and west, in a region where ships 
and dogs have never taken man. 

“Tt feel again the lure-of the Are- 
tie wastes, the most awe-inspiring 
region on the face of the earth,’”’ 
said Vilhjalmur (Stefansson, the 
great, blond Norse-Canadian, smil- 
ing, as questioned by a recent inter- 
viewer. ‘‘I am tired of writing and 
lecturing on what has been accom- 
plished and am anxious to do some 
real work for civilization. 

‘Perhaps the new field will be 
mostly water, deep ocean, but I am 
confident that I will find some land, 
island on Which tae foot of man has 
never trod. I expect to find at least 
one island half as large as old Mani- 
toba, my home province. But I will 
not linger in any one portion of the 
new area, but cover it all in a sys- 
tematic manner. 

“Tt has been suggested that I use 
airplanes during this invasion of the 
Arctic, but I have come to the con- 
clusion that only a superficial in- 
vestigation could be niade in this 
way, one of littie-yalue compared %o 
one made during a jotirwey by dog, 
team. I have traveled 10,0007 Imi 
in the Arctic without seeing a human 
being, and in all that distance never 
lost a dog from hunger. 

“To a considerable degree we will 
travel like tramps, foraging as we 
g0, just as Mackenzie explored Can- 
ada, or Alexander invaded Asia. 
This will ease the dogs of unneces- 
sary burden. Our advance party will 
leave their base at one of the Cana- 
dian islands next spring and advance 
farther inland, securing dried meat 
and curing skins‘as they go. I will 
leave Seattle in July, 1922, to trail 
them.” 

In 1906-7 Stefansson was a mem- 
ber of a party of explorers headed 
by Ernest de Koven Leffington, an 
American, and: Ejar Mikkelsen, a 
Dane, As a result of the wreck of 
their ship, the Duchess of Bedford, 
he became separated from the ex- 
pedition and spent a winter in the 
Arctic as the guest of the Eskimo 
tribes. 

“My experience then taught me 
that the natives of the Far North 
have an easy’ time making a living, 
and a white man may be comfort- 
able and healthy in the Arctic,’ snid 
the explorer. “On subsequent trips 
I learned to rely more and more on 
the country for a living, and this 
time I will continue to profit by my 
experience. During the - Canadian 
Arctic exploration of 1913-1918, we 
discovered several new islands, the 
largest of which was 150 miles in 
diameter, and traveled many thou- 
sands of miles in a previously unex- 
plored area without losing a dog or 
even missing a meal.” 

Mr. Crawford's advance party will 
follow a stipulatetl route so that the 
major expedition will have no diffi- 
‘culty in finding them. Three young 
/ American university men, special- 
ists in scientific subjec.s, will ac- 
company the young Toronto man, 
who is a student at the University 
of Toronto, the son of a professor 
and only twenty years of age. 


New Tree Disease. ~™' | 

A grave danger threatens the 
Douglas fir, a splendid North Amer- } 
fean tree extensively used in British ' 
forestry schemes. A writer in Nature 

| describes two enemies which have 
destroyed its reputation for resisting 

| insecta and disease, and may cause 
great disaster to the new plantations. 
The attacks of the woolly aphis or 
plant louse have spread from the’ 
New Forest to Peeblesshire since | 
1914, and a second enemy ia a new 
Species of destructive fungus ob- 
served in many parts of Scotland. 
The American white pine can no 
longer be commercially planted in 
Europe because it is unable to resist 
a certain deadly fungus, and the new 
scourge is a blow to the hopes of 
modern. foresters because the Doug- 


las fir produces a large volume of} 


timber in a few years. Instant burn- 
ing of affected trees is recommended 
for stamping out the fungus. 


Leather From the Sea.

Looking Back 100 Years In Life of 
Ontario. 

One hundred years ago Reuben 
Crandell began the settlement of 
Reach Township. starting to clear. 
the farm now owned by Mr.. Peter 
Cliristie, says the Port Perry Star. 
One hundred years ago land. was 
bought at one dollar an acre, and im- 
mense pines grew everywhere on the 
high lands, together with splendid 
maples, while giant cedars, -hem- 
locks, and tamaracs covered the low- 
lying country. 

All that timber is gore now. Most 
of it was burnt up. When Mr. Rolph 
built his house at Prince Albert, he 
bought excellent pine lumber for 
$6 a thousand delivered on: the lot, 
and the carpenter worked for a 
dollar a day, making the whole 
house, jointing the flooring, making 
the doors and window sashes. Now 
rough pine lumber is $70 a thousand, 
ahd carpenters earn $5 or more a 
day. 

Of course, in those days a 200, 
pound pig only cost $10, eggs were 
10 cents a dozen and butter 10 cents 
a pound. There were no movies, no 
autos, no telephones, no barber 
shops. Life was a very simple matter, 
and the greatest luxury was a gdod 
night’s sleep after a hard day’s 
work. 

One hundred years ago Indians 
and wild animals held possession, 
and it was no uncommon sight to 
see a bear on the road, or hear the 
wolves howl. 

All this has changed. Now we 
have a well cleared and prosperous 
country, noted for its splendid farms 
and excellent stock. We have good 
roads, Of course, they could be 
better, but they are as different as 
daylight is from darkness. Oh those 
terrible . swamps, those — endless 
stretches of corduroy, those hills that 
stood on end. Small wonder that 
the. driver of the plodding ox-team 
should want many places of refresh- 
ment along the road, and the 24 
in Reach 
township in the early days were not 
considered too many. 

We have improved in our material 
wealth, we have lovely homes, fine 
schools and churches, and all mod- 
ern comforts; but it will be hard 
to improve on the industry, courage 
and self-sacrifice of the pioneers 

leared our farms and started 
civilization here a hundred years 
ago.

No Birthday Anniversary. 

It is possible for a baby born this 
year never again to have a birthday. 
For this is leap, year. and a baby born 
on the right spot at the right time will 
almost certainly have no birthdays to 
keep. This has actually happened to 
a baby who was born during the voy- 
age from Yokohama to San Francisco 
on the last day of February, 1904. 

It is well known that in order to 
make the actual number of sunrises 
and sunsets experienced during a voy- 
age round the world correspond with 
the calendar an extra day must be in- 
tercalated or “thrown overboard,” ac- 
cording to the direction traveled. This 
adjustment is-made at the moment of 
crossing the one hundred and eightieth 
meridian, which runs to the west of 
the midway point between Japan and 
California. 

And a baby born on February 30 
must be content to do without birth- 
days, unless. he or she. should happen 
to be on a similar spot at the same 
time in some future leap year,’ which

Small Pastures Best for Sheep. 

For health and for economical use 
of the pasturage it is undesirable to 
‘keep sheep on the same ground 
more than from 10 to 14 days, say 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in discuss- 
ing the question of raising sheep on 
temporary pastures. The most gen- 
erally useful size of lot is one acre 
to 25 sheep. This area, on an aver- 
age, furnished in experiments 14 
days’ feed. 

Arranging the size of the lots on. 
the basis of one acre to 25 sheep is 
more satisfactory than seeding larg- 
er areas and using hurdles to permit 
advance to fresh feed each day. Leas 
labor is necessary, and by going to 
entirely new ground after 10 or 12 
days the danger ‘of picking up para-

AS PEACE OMEN’ 


Worshipers in Cathedral Looked | 
00 Dove's Visit. 


At Least an Interesting Coincyience 
That Bird’s Appearance Was fit 
Before the Series of Gatt! 
That Smashed Huns. 


How traditions and legends grow up 
ground cathedrals is told ino stery by 
Dr. Edward Hagaman Hall, author of 
the first guide book of the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine, which made Its 
oppearance on Sunday Inst, said the 
New York Evening Sun recently. The 
book is published by the Laymen’s club 
of the cathedral. The story ts about 
the chapel of St. Boniface In the ca- 
thedral, sometimes called the German 
chapel, and runs as follows: 

“In the spring of 1918, some weeks 
after the great German drive of March 
21 had begutl and before the begin- 
ning of the counter-offensive of ve 
second battle of the Marne in July, the 
large stained-glass window In the clere- 
story of the choir above the entrance 
to the chapel of St. Boniface arrived 
from England. All the ventilation 
openings in the cathedral windows are 
screened to exclude birds, which, how- 
-ever interesting in their natural hab- 
itats, are a practical nuisance In the 
enthedral. 

“When the stnined-glass window 
was ready to be put-into place the 
temporary window filling the space 
above the entrance to the chapel was 
removed for its installation. While the 
window was thus open, and at a period 
in the war when the issue trembled 
in the balancé and the world) fairly 
held its breath in fearful expectation 
of the event. a white dove—yery gen- 
erally recognized as a symbol or har 
binger of peace—flew ‘Into the cathe- 
dral over this chapel. 

“Oh the follaying Sunday {t soared 
around in the great d6me.of the cross- 
ing and in the choir, elighting tethe 
most interesting places, When Dean 
Roberts ascended the stairs of the 
grent marble pulpit he found the) dove 
perched on the edge of the pulpit di- 
rectly before him. The dove then flew 
around and allghted on the back of a 
vacant ‘chair between two occupied 
chairs in the midst of the congrega, 
tion on the south side of the cross; 
ing, and there remained quietly during 
the sermon, — 

“Wen the ushers started toward the 
altar with the offertory the bird soared 
across the congregation and alighted 
on the hat of a woman dressed ifn 
mourning, who, was sitting near the 
middle aisle, its snow-white plumage 
contrasting strikingly with the somber 
attire of the bereaved woman, who 
seemed not to be disturbed by what 
perhaps she regarded as a happy omen. 
In a moment the dove flew to another 
part of the crossing. It remained in 
the cathedral a few doys longer; and 
then one day went out through an open 
door. 

- “Soon after this occurrence the allies 
facing the Marne salient. including the 
Americans at Chateau Thierry, began 
the great counter movement, which: 
finally brouzht peace. It was at least 
an interesting coincidence that this 
white dove came into the cathedral 
over the chapel at the very crisis of 
the war, and that almost immediately 
thereafter began that series of deter- 
mined events which led the Germans 
to make overtures for peace.”

Distribute the sale of marketable 
birds over as many cf the twelve 
months a8 possible. Sell when the 
price is good and the birds ready. 
As far as “possible, cet out of the 
habit of marketing everything in 
the fall of the year. Watch the mar- 
kets and have your birds ready when 
you can get the prices. 

The best prices are received for 
hens in the spring of the year. A 
good plan is to cull ont all the hens 
you do net intend to keep over for 
breeding purposes another year and 
sell as soon as the egg yield drops. 
This will oceur after the breeding 
season is over and usually along 
about the last.of July for the poorer 
ones, the better layers a little bit 
later. : 

Whether these’. birds should be 
killed before selling, will depend 
upon the demand. In some large 
cities, a better price is paid for the 
live bird than for the dressed. The 
killing, therefore, will depend upon 
the prices paid. 

When trap-nesting is followed 
the matter is simple, for the non- 
jproducers can be picked out at any 
time. Where trap-nests are not used, 
the selection is made, much more 
econveniént if lez bands are used to 
distinguish the hens from the pul-

Franklin made a bequest of $25,000, 
known as the “Dr, Franklin fund for 
loans to young married artificers,” The 
bequest was made in 1700, and in 
making it Franklin looked 200 years 
ahead, estimating what the total would 
be on 1890 and 1:40. 

By his process of calculation Frank- 
lin esimated the fund would be $665,- 
000 at the end of the first 100 years, 
but it fell far short of this figure, 
reaching but $89,883.95. 

Several reasons are advanced for the 
failure of the fund to reach the 
amount Franklin had expected In 1890, 
but the principal one is that the 
“voung married artificers” failed to 
borrow as often as he had expected, 
due probably to the restrictions. Later, 
the restrictions were made less dras- 
tic in an effort to get the money. out to 
borrowers, with the result that less 
attention was paid to character and 
responsibility, and frequently the loan 
and interest were both lost, 

“The terms laid down by Franktin 
were characteristic. They were dic 
tated by sound business judgment. He 
decreed that the loans should not be 
more than 60 pounds sterling, nor less 
than 15 pounds. 

Borrowers were required to pay each 
ar interest at 5 per cent, together 
with't0-mer cent of the principal, until 
the loan was'paid off. It was with the 
expectation that the entire fund would 
be kept busy that Franklin made his 
estimates of what the total would be 
in 100 years. ‘ 

Franklin did not intend the entire 
fund to be continted for loans after 
1890, but that in that y 100,000 
pounds be turned over to-the city ol 
Philadelphia to “bring the waters of 
the Wissahicken creek to the city and 
for public improvements, guch as aque- 
ducts, fortifications, ete.” , 

In 1907 the board of city trusts, 
which was custodian of the Franklin 
fund, turned over the money, about 
$183,000, to the Franklin institute, for 
use by the latter institution in its fund 
to erect a memorial building on the 
new Philadelphia parkway in memory 
of Franklin. 
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Brussels’ Debt to Rothschild.
